SENATOR P. B. PLUMB 


Suddon Death of the Senior Sen- 


ator from Kansas, 


WHO FALLS A VICTIM TO OVERWORK. 


Stricken with Apoplexy in the Midst ol 


a Useful Career, He Succumbs in a 


Few Hours—Arrangements for 


the Funeral Completed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Senator Pros- 


ton li. Plumb, of Kansas, died suddenly 
of apoplexy shortly before noon yes- 
terday. His death occurred in the un- 
pretentious three-story briclc boarding 
house, 010 Fourteenth street, in this 
city, within a stono'9 throw of the Eh- 
bitt house, Rifgs house and \Yillard'8 
hotel, in which convenient location he 
1ms for the last live or bix seasons 
taken lip his quarters during the ses- 
sions of congress. 


In a very short space of time the 


news spreud over the city, and the ex- 
pressions of regret were universal, and 
not confined to any political party. 
Vice-1're.siilent 
Morton, accompanied 


I).y Mrs. Cameron, wife of Senator Don 
Cameron, of Pennsylvania, was one ol 
the earliest callers, and placed his 
services at the di.sposul of the friends 
of the dead senator. Mr. Pfeffor, Mr. 
Plumb's alliance, colleague, remained 
in attendance several hours, answering 
questions and rendering any assistance 
in his power. During the afternoon 
nearly every senator iu town either 
called in person or sent messages of 
condolence, and some of the most earn- 
estly expressed of the latter came from 
honators on tho democratic side, by all 
of whom the Kansas statesman was re- 


pocteil. 
Mr. Charles II. Reade, assistant ser- 


jeant-at-arms, of tho&enate,took charge 


f the remains aud caused telegrams to 


be st'nt to ttie absent wife and children 
of the dead senator. 


Mr. Plumb had been ailing more or 


le.ss ever since the close of his liercu- 
ean labors in the last campaign in hia 
state, which resulted so satisfactory to 
limself and his party. He was at all 
times an indefatigable worker, but in 
this campaign he outdid himself. On 


return to Washington he attempted 


,o throw into his senatorial duties his 
accustomed ardor, but complained that 
le could not concentrate his faculties 
with his accustomed readiness. 
He 


felt dazed and uncertain, botll men- 
•ally 
and 
physically. 
Preliminary 


symptoms of the disease which finally 
jarrled him off witji such startling 
rapidity were not wanting. For weeks 
past, when he had occasion to write a 
letter personally, the1 lines wandered 
up and down the page in-the most ir- 
regular manner, greatly differing from 


usual precise bankers cliirography, 


and he found difficulty even in signing 
with regularity those letters which his 
secretary prepared for him. On tho 
treot he lost himself occasionally. 
Several days ago, just after the open- 


.\K of the senate, walking with Col. 
K. C. Manning, his frequent-companion, 
lie stopped as Manning was about to 
leave him, and said: "Don't go, Man- 
ning; I want you to stay by me; I don't 
,cnow exactly where I am." 


lie thought that the trouble might 


urise from some impairment of his vis- 
ion, and after the adjournment of the 
senate on Thursday last went to Fhlla- 
ilelphia where his eldest son is under 
treatment for defective eyesight, to 
Lake advice in his own case.

the grip. 
He would not even yet admit 


the grave brain trouble of which he 
had been warned.

From Chamberlain's he went home to 


his somewhat dismal rooms, and wenl 
to bed. About a o'clock in the morn, 
ing he aroused his landlord, Mr. Jen- 
n ings, saying ho felt very ill, and asked 
him to send for a doctor. Dr. Phillip 
S, Wales, ox-surgeon general of th« 
navy, was summoned and remained in 
charge of the case until 'the end, 
Hypodermic injections were admluis- 
tcred, and about 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing tho tsenator beeame uncousciou) 
and continued in a state of coma with 
scarcely any 
intermission until his 


death. Just before he dozed off he 
raised his hand to the back of his head, 
where he had all along complained oi 
feeling intense pain, and exclaimed: 
"Oli, Cod, my head." 


Shoitly after 11 a. m. he commenced 


to breathe ster.torlously and Mr. Jen- 
nings, who was watching by his bed 
side with the senator's secretary, be 
came alarmed and sent for the doctor 
AVh'in Dr. Wales arrived the senator*! 
lace had turned purple, and it was ap 
parent that apoplexy had supervened 


The surgeon called for stimulants, and 
Mr. Jennings ran across to e neighbor- 
ing drug store and seized some spirits 
with which he immediately returned. 


*'It is too late," said Surgeon Wales, 


and almost'imrnediately afterwards the 
senator expired. 


There were around his bed-side at 


the time of his death, besides his phy- 
sician, Surgeon-General Wales, Mr. B. 
F. Flenniki'n, who for many years has 
been clerk of the committee on public 
lands, of which Senator Plumb was 
chairman, and,has acted as his private 
secretary; his landlord and other at- 
tendants. 


No later than Thursday last Senator 


Plumb introduced a carefully prepared 
bill to amend the practices in the court 
of claims, and six other measures, 


Born in Ohio, like so many other dis- 


tinguished men, in Ib37, he was 54 
years of age. 
Before he became a law- 


yer and a banker, he worked at the 
case as a practical printer. He moved 
to Kansas in lt-55 and participated in 
much of the- early exciting history of 
that 
state. 
Unlike most 
senators 


of long service, ho did not undergo 
a previous apprenticeship in the lower 
house of congress, but came straight to 
tho senate in 1W77. He had previously, 
however, served in many important 
positions in the Kansas legislature, 
closing 
his local 
career thero 
as 


speaker. During the war'he fought 
hia way up from a second lieutenancy 
to the lieutenant colonclship of the 
Eleventh Kansas infantry. 


The senator leaves two unmarried 


daughters, who are now living with 
their widowed mother at his late home 
in Emporio, Kan.; a son, 22 years of 
age, now under treatment for his eye- 
sight in Philadelphia, and a boy of 12 
and a girl of 14 at school in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


A United Press reporter asked Sen- 


ator Pfeffer what would be the proba- 
ble course as to filling the vacancy 
created by Mr, Plumb's untimely death 
—whether it would _ be filled by the 
p,ame legislature which had elected 
him. 
Mr. Pfeffer replied that the term 


of tho existing legislature had expired, 
but that they of course held on until 
their successui.s were elected and qual- 
ified. The new legislature would be 
chosen, he said, at the general election 
in November, 1892, and would meet on 
the second Monday in January, 1893, to 
elect a successor to Senator Plumb. 
In tho meantime ho did not doubt that 
the governor of Kansas would fill the 
vacancy by-appointment. 


Within a short period—twenty-five 


minutes—after death, it is said, the 
remains 
were 
embalmed 
by Un- 


dertaker Wright, and were laid out 
in the back parlor bed-room, In which 
the senator died, where they were 
viewed byjmany friends. The face pre- 
sented a singularly placid and life-like 
appearance. 


Senator Plumb's private secretary 


telegraphed the president of the Em- 
poria National Bank of Kansas, in 
which Mr. Plumb was a director, and 
left to him the task of communicating 
the sad news to the family. Mrs. 
Plumb Is quite an invalid. It is under- 
stood replies iver« received entrusting 
to the officers of the senate the funeral 
obsequies and 
Senator Manderson, 


Sergeant-at-Arms Valentine and As- 
sistant C. B. Reado held a conference 
at the residence of Vice-President Mor- 
ton upon the details. 


Senator Plumb had served fourteen 


years in the senate, and ttvo years ago 
was re-elected for a term which would 
have expired in 1895. He v?as one of 
the best-known men in congress. His 
tall athletlo form, his swinging west- 
ern gait, his breezy method of speak- 
ing, and his rugged independence and 
originality of thought 
and 
action, 


made him a notable man in the senate, 
and he was a. power on all questions 
to which he gave his mind. He was 
an omnivorous reader aud an untiring 
worker. In the few days that the 
present congress has been in session he 
had submitted more than thirty bills of 
a more or less public character, embrac- 
ing almost everything of interest to his 
constituents from free silver coinage 
upwards and down.

The body of the late senator 
will be takon from his apartments, un- 
der escort of the capitol police, to the 
Marble room of the senate, at 10 o'clock 
this morning. At 10:15 the body will 
be removed to the senate chamber, 
where the funeral services will be 
conducted fifteen minutes later by 
Rev. 
J.

Butler, 
chaplain of 


the senate. At 2:30 the body will 
be taken to the Baltimore & Po- 
tomac railroad depot, accompanied 
by the congressional committee, the 
president, the cabinet, the chief justice 
and justices of the supremo court, 
members of the house, members of the 
diplomatic corps, and the friends of the 
late senator invited to the senate gal- 
lery. The body, accompanied by the 
congressional committee will be taken 
by the Pennsylvania & Atchlson and 
Topeka & Santa Fe railroads to Em- 
poria, Kan.

which leaves Washington at 11:30 and 
will reach Emporia on the evening of 
the 28d, where the interment will take 
place at 2 o'clock on the 24th.

The United States, Tired of Wait- 


ing Upon Chili, 


WILL RESORT TO ARMS, IF NECESSARY, 


To Enforce the Demands for Apology 


and Reparation—Purchasing Ships 


on the Pacific Coast—The Ad- 


ministration in Earnest. 


Active Preparations on the 
Pacific 


Ooaat tor War. 


SAN FBANCISOO, Dec. 21.—From in- 


formation Rained hero last evening it 
looks as though the reports sent out 
from Washington of preparations lor 
war with Chili were true. Admiral 
Brown has secured au option on the 
new and powerful tug Tearless, just 
finished at the Union iron worlds. She 
has a speed of sixteen knots and can 
carry coal enough to maintain ten knots 
per hour for fifty days. If purchased 
by the government she will be supplied 
with two five-inch guns and a second- 
ary battery of four -six-pounders and 
four torpedo tubes. She Is swifter than 
aby Chilian torpedo cruiser and far 
more powerful. 


Admiral Brown also secured options 


on four of Spreckcls' big steamers, the 
Zealandia, 
Australia, Mariposa and 


Alamodie, to be used for transport ser- 
vice. The Zealandia can be ready at 
ten hours' notice and all the others in- 
side of three weeks. The coastdefense 
vessel Monterey can be made ready in 
three days after her armour plate is re- 
ceived. 


Admiral brown received orders yes- 


terday and the cruiser San Francisco 
will get down from Mare Island in the 
morning and will probably sail on 
Wednesday for Valparaiso. 


Chilian Assurance. 


LOSDOH, Dec. '20.—Advices from Chili 


are awaited with great anxiety, by peo- 
ple having interests there, anil the prev- 
alent impression is that war cannot 
be avoided. It is known that work on 
the Capital Prat,5tlie formidable armor- 
clad built in France for the Chilian gov- 
ernment, is being hurried to completion 
and that the vessel will be ready for 
sea 
at 
an 
earlier 
date 
than 


originally intended. There is also a 
rumor that the Chilians are negotiating 
for iron dads already constructed and 
for one vessel probably intended for 
use as a cruiser against American com- 
merce. The Chilians here continue to 
express themselves aa confident of a fa- 
vorable result of a war with the United 
States, nnd intimate that they can de- 
pend xtpon indirect support from Eu- 
rope in carrying on the "war. 


Exciting; Times In Guatemala. 


CITY OF GUATEMALA, Dec. 30.—Great 


excitement prevails in tins city. Don 
Larenzo Montufar, the candidate for 
tbe presidency, has armed his followers 
dnd is preparing to pronounce himself 
elected. Don Montufar is one of the 
most prominent men in Guatemala, 
having been minister to the United 
States for some time, and has a large 
following. 


President Barillas 
is very 
much 


alarmed, and is taking extra precau- 
tions for his personal safety. 
Troops 


have been stationed at the president's 
residence and the guard at the national 
palace has been doubled. It is thought 
by many that the Barillas administra- 
tion is nearing its cud. 


Ko Newa About the Robbing of the 
American Legation In Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—It is impossi- 


ble to-night to get either a confirma- 
tion or contradiction ot the published 
statement that the state department 
has received a cablegrame from Minis- 
ter Egan to the effect that the Ameri- 
can legation at Santiago is surrounded 
by a Chilian mob who threaten to burn 
or blow it up in order to capture the 
Chilian refugees who are under the pro- 
tection of the legation. Assistant Sec- 
retary .of State Wharton was enter- 
taining guests to-night and could not 
be seen about the matter. 


Secretary Traey is in New York, but 


Assistant Secretary Soley, when shown 
the dispatch, was extremely reticent, 
and merely said that it was a state de- 
partment matter, and that the navy de- 
partment officials had no right to dis- 
cuss state department affairs. He added 
that he had not heard anything about 
the affair. 


Senor Montt, the Chilian minister, 


was not at home, and the secretary of 
the legation received all callers. He 
stated that the minister had not re- 
ceived any late dispatches>from his gov- 
ernment, but felt sure if there had been 
an uprising against the American lega- 
tion at Santiago, the minister nt Wash- 
ington would have been advised of it. 
He also said that the Chilian people 
had the greatest respect for the Ameri- 
can legation, and he was positive that 
they had not, or woxild not attempt to 
burn or blow it up. "When, I was in 
Chili some time ago,',' said the secre- 
tary, "such false reports were fre- 
quently 
sent 
to 
the 
American 


newspapers and I put no faith what- 
ever in the latest story." 


Secretary Blalne was not at home 


early in the evening, and was inaccessi- 
ble to reporters and correspondents 
who called late to-night to see him 
about the matter. To all Inquiries 
about the tmth or falsity of the pub- 
lished statement, the secretary simply 
sent this reply: "I have nothing to say 
about it." 


SOUTH AMERICAN NKWS. 


Important Data Gathered by the Bureau 


of American Republtca. 


WASHINGTON, ,Dec. 21.—The follow- 


ing advices from South America have 
been received by the bureau of Ameri- 
can republics: 


A prominent official of the republic of 


Salvador writes to the bureau com- 
plaining of the sensational dispatches 
published in the papers of the United 
States concerning occurrences in that 
country. These 
dispatches, it 
is 


claimed, emanated from unfriendly 
sources in the City o( Mexico. Ona 
particular dispatch complained of, de- 
scribed an earthquake in the city of 
Salvador that was alleged to have re- 
cently occurred there, attended by 
ruin,desolation,and on enormous loss of 
life and property. It is true that there 
was an earthquake in Salvador about 
this time, and that the inhabitants were 
considerably 
frightened; but not a 


house was seriously damaged, and not 
a life was lost A lew persons were 
injured, being struck by falling bricks 
and timber, but the event was not of 
sufficient Importance to receive more 
than an ordinary paragraph in. the local 
papers. - 
- 


reported to the bureau. 
A mine ol 


coal of very fair quality for steaming 
purposes has been found by accident in 
the straits of Magellan. Slgnor Fos- 
sett, the captain of an Italian steamer, 
was corapeled to anchor in Sbagnel 
bay, to make some repairs, and whils 
there ho discovered coal very near tho 
surface. Reaching Valparaiso he sent 
a corps of experts to the scene of tho 
discovery in a steam launch, who found 
that the coal was not only abundant 
but of excelent quality. The impor- 
tance of the discovery to the commerce 
of the world can only be appreciated 
when it ia considered that all steamers 
passing through the straits of Magellan 
are required to coal there, and that the 
supply has "heretofore been brought 
from Cardiff, Wales. 


Advices received from the Argentine 


republic by the last steamer by the bu- 
reau, shows that the value of agricul- 
tural and pastoral products in that 
country during the present yaar will 
exceed anything before known. Thfl 
value of the agricultural crop in 1891 is 
estimated at $88,000,000 and the value 
of the pastoral products will equal 
3120,000,000—making a total for this 
year's crops of over $300,000,000, which 
is IB per cent, greater than <iny pre. 
vlous year and equivalent to S50 pel 
capita of the population of tho coun- 
try. 


The wheat product is estimated at 8,- 


000,000 tons, valued at 88,000,000; the 
corn crop at 1,000,000 tons, valued al 
815,000,000; and the wool product at 
130,000 tons, valued at §80,000,000. Tho 
value of the wheat and corn surplus 
for export is estimated at $27,800,000, 
and the value of wool, hides and othel 
pastoral products for export is esti- 
mated at S«o, 000,000. 
It is believed 


that this enormous crop will restore 
prosperity to the country. 


The bureau of American republics i( 


informed that the government of Boll' 
via has granted to Fernando Cordcna, 
an Argentine engineer, a very impor- 
tant concession for the construction ol 
a railway from Oruro, Bolivia, to th« 
head of navigation on the Amazon 
river, in the heart of the rubber region 
of Bolivia, The construction of this 
road will connect the mineral region) 
of Bolivia with the Atlantic, and thin 
give cheap transportation to Europe. 
The government of Bolivia has guar- 
anteed Senor Cordena 0 per cent, in- 
terest annually for twenty years on 
the capital invested; (has given him fl 
miles on each side of the proposed 
line from which to take materials tot 
construction purposes, and in additioq 
has granted him 100 square leagues ol 
land, to be taken at intervals from the 
territory adjacent to the road. 


Out Completely la Two. 


LOSDOX, Dec. 30.—The 
British 


steamer Spring Hill, arrived at Swan. 
sea from Caen, reports she was in colli- 
sion with the schooner Gladys off Hart- 
land Point at the entrance of the Brit- 
ish channel. The schooner was cut 
completely in two, and three of hoi 
crew of sevan persons were drowned. 


Murder Trial at Springfield. 


A murder trial is in progress at Spring- 


field, which excites considerable com- 
ment, opinion being divided as to the 
guilt of the accused. On March 4rlast 
Wm. Walker, a hackmac, drove home 
from a saloon one Thomas Jewell. Jewell 
was a balloon exhibitor, who traveled 
about tbe country with one Baloh, his 
assistant. Upon this evening Jewell bad 
been drinking more than usual, and when 
he had been left at his home the hack- 
man demanded hia pay, saying that it 
woalu be $1, 50 cents each (or himself 
and companion. This he refused to pay, 
and stood on the sidewalk, using violent 
language toward Walker and drew a 
knife. The blows were warded off by 
Walker neing a hitching weight attacked 
to a strap. Jewell fell over a low fence 
into his own yard. From there ha was 
picked up and carried into LIB own house. 
Four ot live days afterwards, he died- 
Walker has been held for murder. Two 
weeks before hia arrest bis wife and child 
died. Able counsel defend him—United 
States Attorney Maj. Connolly and John 
C. Snigg. Wm. H, Oolby prosecutes for 
the state in the absence of Noah H. 
Turner.

of Judge Woods 


AND WILL FIGHT HIS CONFIRMATION. 


He Says He Has the Support of Sen- 


ator Turpie and tbe Democratic 


Side of the Chamber-Why 


He Opposes Woods. 


Senator Voorheea On the Appointment 


ol Judi-e Woods. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Senator Voor- 


hees, who will undoubtedly take the 
lead in the senate in opposing the con- 
firmation of Judge Woods, of Indiana, 
for one of the new circuit judgeships, is 
out in an interview in which he states 
very fully his reasons for making a 
fight against confirmation. 


"I am surprised," Senator Voorhees 


said, "at the selection of the presi- 
dent in this particular instance. As 
a rule his appointment have been 
good, 
but 
in 
this 
one 
excep- 


tion 
he 
has 
failed 
miserably. 


You could not find, I think, a democrat 
who would vote for his confirmation, if 
you searched for him with a microscope. 
I know my views in this matter and 
those of Senator Turpie, and inasmuch 
as the appointee comes from our own 
state. I am confident the democratic 
ecnators will heed the facts wo can 
bring before them, if that should be 
necessary. Every democrat and every 
republican who knows anything about 
the politics of the country, knows about 
the charges that were brought against 
Judge Woods. The record of Judge 
Woods I know by heart, and I am free 
to say that he is a man totally unfit for 
any judicial position. 


"Had the president taken such a man 


from Indiana as he did from Ohio, he 
would have reflected credit upon the 
state. 
In Judge Taft tho president 


made an excellent selection. He is K 
man young in years, of good blood and 
good brain, with a long and use- 
ful career before him, a career that 
will 
terminate, 
perhaps, on

ha was reratod prior to said report; that it is 
anfegod that Garrison has since been promoted 
by the commissioner f rom a $1,200 to an $1,81X1 
clerkship, with a knowledge of his conduct in 
this matter; that Gioen B. Rnivm, Jr , a son of 
tho commissioner, has boon compiled to tender 
his resignation in tho faco of charges that he 
had been ongagotl in selling the patronage ol 
tho bureau; that John Rnum. another son ol 
the commissioner, has advertised, through 
*ho public prints and 
otherwise, as the 
son of the commissioner, claiming spocia 
advantages in securing f avorablo action in tha 
pension bureau; that Green H. Eaum, tho com- 
missioner ot pensions, stands charged witli 
gi anting official favors in exchange for personal 
and pecuniary favors; that it is alleged that im- 
proper influences control the administration oi 
the office; and that tho special examiners' de- 
cision, the completed Ales system, and the 
board of pensions appeals, aro mado agencies 
for promoting for personal, pecuniary and po- 
litical ends to such an extent that there is ranh 
favoritism and unfair discrimination practiced 
in dealing with tho soldiers, who uro all oquallj 
•ntitlod to consideration at tho hands of tha 
bureau; that it is believed that a thorough ana 
searching investigation into tho methcla of ad- 
ministration which obtain in the bureau will 
clear away the scandals which thicken ahout it 
find secnie an economical, just, and reputably 
administration of tho same. Tho resolution ia 
as fpllows; 


Resolved, That a special committee of five li? 


appointed by tho speaker to inquire con'Mrnlnjj 
said charges nnd all other matters relating tfl 
the conduct of tho, commissioner in these mat- 
ters; to tho administration of his ofllce, which 
in the judgment of tho said committee may con- 
duce to the honest, clean, just, economical and 
olfidont administration of said bureau. 


Said committee shall have power and authoilty 


to send for persons and papers, to administer 
oaths, to tako testimony, and shall report ita 
conclusions to this house. 


Mr. Enloo* offered a resolution, which was re- 


ferred to tho committoo on rules. It provides 
for a special committoo of five to investigate tho 
pension bureau in regard to reratlng and other 
alleged irregularities. 


Mr. Catchmgs (Miss.) moved that when tho 


house adjourned it bo to "Wednesday, tho 23d, 
with tho understanding that on that day no bus- 
inoss bo in older except tho joint resolution 
providing for the holiday recebS, swearing in of 
now members and tho announcement of com- 
mittees.
